— On t)ie 
nljrlit of the '2'M of October, ISotl, in the county of 
which tJlni'v i> the cgunty seat, the rails were toni 
up by some parties unknown, from the track of the 
Ohio and Mi.s-is:<ii>i)i Railroad, tlie ue.\t train over 
the road thrown from the track, and the mails de- 
layed. Suspicion rested ujxjn a Mr. John Kinkier, 
a preacher in tbe county, as the i>cr;>efrator . f the 
deed. He was a short time since arrested by the 
Marshal of the Southern District of Illinois, aud ar- 
raigned last week before the United States District 
Court at Springfield, Judge Treat presiding, on an 
indictment for obstructing the mails of the United 
States. The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and 
the Judge imposed the highest Aue known to the 
law, with coets of stilt, which together amount to 
more than a thousand dollars. It is understood that 
there ia a poasibiHty that asoit may be commenced 
agdnst tbe defisndant in the State courts, for tearing 
up the rails firdkn the road, and thus endangering the 
safety of tbe trains and the lives of passengers. No 
gmvar criaae can be imagined than that of placing 
obstnetioas upon a railway by whidi lives by wbole- 
asle may be sacrificed. 

The motive prompting to thia crlmiaal act was the 
failure of the Ohio and IQssiarfnil Baiiroad to pay 
as promptly as deftndant deairBd for Ae destmction 
of one of his cows bv the train.

S. Commis- 
sioner, J. W. Denver, held a council with the Indi- 
ans of the Tonawanda Reservation last Friday. He 
told them tbe Governmeut determined to enforce 
the treaty compelliog them to give up posms ai o n of 
the Reservation, and adwiaad them ta aadgmta to 
Kansas where each could have 320 acres of land. 
At the same time he offered them money for their 
improbements, expen.ses, &c. The Indians replied 
that they could not take the money, that they had 
never partidipated in any such a trea^, and that 
they had nodisposition to leave their hem es to go 
to Kansas or anywhere el.se; that the treaty was 
made with the Senecas, from whom they were sepa- 
rate and distinct. One of the chiefs said they were 
taken by surprise, and intimated that thev i 
wad a delegation to the President. The Ooi 
•ioner assorsd them it would be of oo avaiL 

Mr. Msrtindale, the eoansalfcr tha ladwaa, ad- 
vised them not to take the moaey, to remain on their 
land, and stated that a suit was now pending in the 
Court of Appeals of thi.s State to be argued the 16th 
of June, and he had no doubt tliey would be suc- 
cessful. The council broke up without coming to 
any result. There are some 875 or 400 white set- 
tlers, who claim titles to these lands under the 
treaty. •

The Fenix adds that it is 
i ttis experiment w ill be often ref)eated, and 
finds in it a means of supplying Cuba and Porto 
Rico with additional labor.

TuK Treaties with IIonduhas and the Uki- 
TBD States. — In the House of Commons, on the 
I8th ult., Mr. Disraeli gave notice that on that day 
week he^hould put a question to the Ministry with 
reference to the non-ratification of the treaty with 
America in regard to Honduras, as to the present 
sUte of the negotiations, and w hether pajwri would 
be laid before Parliament. 

Lord Palmerston said, ia^swer to the questions 
of the Right Hoa. Gentleman, be bad to sUte that, 
in the course of last year, two trearie: were conclu- 
ded bv her Majesty's Government, one with Hondu- 
ras and the other with the United States. The one 
having reference to Honduras contamed the eesskm 
to Honduras of the Bay Islands, under certam con- 
ditions, one of whidi was that it should continue an 
inoOenaive and not a military stotion. The treaty 
with the United States eootaiaed the arUcles of a 
tr»aty between Great Brif^ and the United States, 
by which it was agreed to propose to Nicaragua and 
CosU Rica to settle the atiairs of the Spanish Amer- 
ican States, and to regulate the conditions of the 
Mosquito Indians and of Greytown. It also con- 
tained conditions for negotiation between England 
and the United States; and one of the articles sUted 
that Great Britain and the United SUtes acknowl- 
edged, under the conditions recited, the Bay Islands 
as the territory of Honduras. The treaties were 
rigned by Mr. Dallas and Lord Clarendon, and were 
sent respectively to Waahington and Honduras for 
nfifieaiija. Hs had not yet received any official 
mtice from Hondnras whether the treaty had or not 
l;een ratified, but privately he had heaid that some 
doubts had arisen upon 'it. The treaty with the 
United States was necessarily submitted to the Sen- 
ate, and the Senate amended it and sent it back with 
their r.itification. 

The Senate of ths United SUtes had an undoubt- 
ed right to modKV the terms of the treaty: but the 
treaty then would form the subject of f^iither nego- 
tiations, and would have again to be ratified by the 
Government of Great Britain, even though the alte- 
rations might be agreed to. None of the changeii 
were aafaapoitaat, hat, nevertheless, her Majesty's 
Government were not demrous of raising any un- 
necessary difficulMes, and waived their ob- 
jection« to ;■!! t!ie C'h..:iges except one — tint one 
w as a change made, not in the part of the treaty re- 
lating to Costa Rica and Nicaragua, but in the part 
relating to Hondnras. The article relating to the 
Hay Islands was altered by the United States by 
the omission of all reference to the convention be- 
tween Great Britain and Honduras, so that the trea- 
ty would read as if the territory of the Bay Islands 
was tmconditionally ceded. 

It was thought necessary for the protection of the 
interests of our colonists at Henanrss thst this 
change should be resisted, and the decision of Her 
Majesty's .Government was communicated to the 
U. States and the treaties were still under their con- 
sideration. If unfortunately the negotiations siiould 
not be successful, it wonld be the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to lay on tte tables fbr the information of 
the House air the papers on the subject; but if, on 
the other hand, they should be successful, perhaps 
the House would be content with having the treaties 
laid before tlwm. (Hear, hear. ^ 

Mr. Disraeli uikoi the noble lord whether the al- 
teration was not communicated by our Minister at 
Washington, and the answer received before the 
treaty was sent over here for the ratilication of the 
Government of her Majesty. 

Lord Palmerston said, no doubt the probability 
of such alterations being made by the Senate was 
commaakated bv her Majesty's lOniatsr, hot the 
answer of Her itaiesty's Uovemmeat waa fiwnded 
upon the nsnlt of the deliberatioaa «f the United 
States

Female Scpremact in Central Africa. — 
During Dr. Livingston's descent along the river 
Zambese, he came chiefly in contact with the Bo- 
loii'la negroes. On gaining a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with their .social state, our traveler was 
specially struck with one prevailinj^ peculiarity — 
the position, and even j>ower of the women. As 
a rule, it has been found that heathenism deprives 
woman of her rightful status in soeioty, and dooms 
her to drudgery and degradation. He was not pre- 
jiared, therefore, to find amongst this heathen and 
very superstitious people the relative position of 
man and woman reversed. That the woman should 
sit in the councils of tlw nation; that a veoog nsaa 
on entering the matrimonial state shoiud be com- 
pelled to remove from his own vill.ige to that of 
ills wife, and in forming this relation be should liind 
himself to provide her mother with lirewood as long 
as the old lady lived; that the wife alone could di- 
vorce the husband, and that, in the event of their 
separation, the children became the propertvof their 
mother; and that the lord of ere.itioo should be Una- 
ble to enter into the most ordinary contract, or to 
perform the simplest ser\-ice for another, without 
the sanction of "the lady superior" — were certainly 
indications of iSsmale supremacy, which it was pass- 
ing strange to find (it is to be hoped for the first 
time and the last in the histoiy of discoveries) 
amongst the denizens of Central Africa. But yet 
it must be allowed that "the reciprocity was" not 
''only on one side;" for, in return for the husband's 
deference, his wives are expected to provide him 
with food. This may possibly account for the fact 
which our friend states, that the ladies never lack 
a husband, and that an old maid isBOt to befitaad 
from the Cape to the Equator. 

Occasionally, however, there will come a hitch 
in their domestic arrangements; and while our trav- 
eler supplies no instance of rebellion upon the part 
of the hunbands, he shows that conspiracy was not 
unusual among wives. If at any time the former is 
so unfortunate a« to off-'nd the ladie!>, they resolve 
to w oiind him in the luu-t tender part — the stomach. 
Returning home, therefore, at the usual hour, he 
calls upon hisfirst wife, ano asks for dinner, but she 
sends him to a second, "whom he loves better;" and 
she again, to a third, until he has run the gauntlet 
through them all with the same result. Having 
nothing left but to avenge himself of the wrong, 
faint and hungry, he climbs a tree in some populous 
pert of his village, and proclaims aloud, w itb i>ite- 
ous intonations, "Listen, O listen; I thought I had 
married women, but they are only witcher! I am a 
bachelor! I have not a single wtfef Is that right 
for a gentleman like me?" But the ladies, not al- 
ways satisfied with showing their displeasure in the 
negative form, will sometimes even dare to enforce 
tfaor authority over their husbands with eoffli and 
blows. This, however, is carrying matters a little 
too fiu*, and the public sentiment being against such 
oonduct, the poor -ufierer gets more substantial re- 
venge; for the authorities of the village then inter- 
fere, and his tjTaimical wife is sentenced for the as- 
sault to carry him upon her back from the Cotla. an 
enclosed court of the cliief s premises, to his own 
house, taunte<l, as she goes along, with the sneers 
and gibes of men on the one hand; but, al i-! on the 
other, cheered by the sympathy and by su< li exhor- 
tations as, "Serves him right," --Give it tu him 
again," ftom members of her own gentle sex.

The War wrru Chika. — ^The Monitenr de la 

Flotte publishes accounts from China of the 2d of 
April, w luL-h contain some interesting details from 
the seat of war. Yeh, the Viceroy of the southern 
provinces of the empire, is at present at Sou-Tche- 
f ing, a large village of Kouaug-Tcheon, about fif- 
teen miles from Canton. He has fortified himself in 
a good position, which allows him to maintain Iiis 
communications with Pelun and with the other three 
provinces which, with the Kouang-Tcheon, form his 
viceroyalty, and which are the Kouang-Si, the Kou- 
ang-Toung, and the Konei-Lin. He is at present at 
the liead of an army of S0,000 man. whieh ha ia in- 
creasing every day by means of nrced levies and 
extraordinary taxes. A few days previous it be- 
came known at Hong-Kong that a British ensign, 
two non-commissioned officers, some soldiers, and a 
few seamoi, who had been taksa priaenen by sur- 
prise on various occasions, were at Teh's headquar- 
ters where they were suffering great distress. It 
was resolved to open negotiations U' obtain an ex- 
change of priM>ner8 in their favor^ and a foreign 
agent, who had formeriy bad an mterview with 
leb, undertook to manage the aflkir. Yeh consent- 
ed to receive him, and, having listened to his pro- 
positions, he replied: 

"You ask me to exchange the Eoglbh in my pos- 
.session. to the number of 16, against double the 
number of Chinese subjects, among whom are seve- 
ral Tartar othcers and one of ths (pommanders of 
tlie Imperial junks. I do not want your prisoners, 
and vou may do as you please with tnem, but if yon 
are desirous to have the 16 Englishmen, and if yon 
have the necessary means to treat for thaa^ I will 
let you know my intentions to-morrow." 

The foreigner who acted as agent between the par- 
ties remained at the Chinese camp, where he was 
well treated, and at 12 o'clock the next day he re- 
ceived a visit from Sinoo, the first aid-de-camp of 
Yeh, who is said to be devotedly att.ached to his 
master, and who told him that the Viceroy, having 
taken his proposal into consideration, would release 
the prisonere on condition that he was paid 500 pi- 
astera for each of them. Sinoo added hypocriucally 
that he advised him to accept the conditions, as the 
Chinese soldiers, notwithstanding the care he took 
to restrain their brutality, were ca]jable of oftering 
the utmost violence. The agent refened to Hong 
Kong, the mooey was immediately sent, and the 
pritonera released without further injury. It was 
sulisequently ascertained that Yeh had fixed the 
ransom at 400 piasters for each prisoner, but that 
Sinoo had increased it in order to keep a portion for 
himself. Such is the detestable, covetous character 
of the Chinese functionaries. 

An unpleasant affair had occurred at Foo-chow- 
foo, a port on the river Min, the principal market 
for black tea. The Viceroy having heard that, con- 
trary to his commands, a considerable amount of 
busintss was transacted there, sent a company of 
his guards there on market-day, arrested several 
Chinese merchants, and burnt a considenble quan- 
tity of merehanffise belonging to the English. At 
Shanghai there was much business doing. The 
mandarin w ho governs there is completely opposed 
to Yeh. and has never ceased to be on the best terms 
with f'oreignen and to protect their trade. The im- 
per^.tl goverment is compiled to tolerate him lest 
he should make common cause with the insuigents 
who are at his gates. 



Thb Conr which Bbteatbd Cksibt.— .We have 

received fVom A. Nicholas, conductor of the Bank 

Note List and Insurance Reporter, a silver coin, 
which is a perfect fac-simile of the Shekel of the 
SanctuaiT, or "piece of silver," thirty of which 
were paM to Judas for the betrayal of Christ. It 
was considered a peculiar piece by the Isralites, and 
was always spoken of in their Holy Books as the 
Shekel of Israel, or Holy Shekel of the Sanctuary. 
It was the amount which each Israelite, between the 
ages of twenty and fifteen, was required to pay into 
the public treasury, as a ransom for their deliver}-, 
during their sojourn in the wilderness. According 
to the British currency, a shekel was worth two shil- 
lings, three pence, three farthings — equal to about 
fifty cents of our money. The coin is somewhat 
laiger than an Ainerican half dollar, and ii smooth 
edged. On one side it bears the eml^lem of Aaron's 
rod, as mentioned hi Numbers, XVII, 8, surrounded 
w ith the inscription in Hebrew characters, Jenualem 
the IIoly\ and ai the reverse is a representation of 
tiie I'ot of Inc'Mi.-e— a full aoi ouiit of uhi( li is given 
in Leviticus, XI — with the words, Shekel of Israel. 
The seat fiom which this coin was struck was taken 
from an original specimen in the Vatican, at Rome, 
very rare; and indeed, claimed — with verv little 
reason, of course — to be one of the identical pieces 
paid to Judas. Mr. Nicholas has caused a few to be 
struA off a pase aihrart aad also a larger aaiahar of 
cheaper material, for Aogratifieatioa of tho eu^na. 

Shooting Arvtixy—AUegeA Cnm. Cim.— A Ger- 
man physician, named Hacfcenbeck, was arrested on 
Thursday, by Officer Gleason, of the lower plice 
court, charged with attempting to takj the life of 
Conrad Eisele, by shooting at him with a revolver. 
It appears that the doctor was the femily physician 
of Mr. Eisele, and while attending his wife at their 
residence, 113 Eldridge street, became enamored t f 
her, and soon after Mr. Kisele caught her and the 
doetor in a very equivocal situation in a house in 
Mott street, A separation followed, but on the wife's 
prom ising never to see the doctor againjshe was al- 
lowed to keep the house and their child. A short 
time after, however, he catight them again ;oi,-etli<ir 
and took the child away. On Thursday hearing that 
she had moved to No. 537 '2d avenue, and w ishing 
some clothing for the child, his wife having retained 
it, he called at the iiouse and found Mrs. E. and the 
doctor iindmssrid ia. a looaa t^gothor. Hie doctor 
ordered him out of the room, and drew a revolver 
firom the table and discharged the contents of one 
barrel at Iiim, but failed of his mark. He then 
tried to fire another barrel, but could not discharge 
it. Hr. Eisele then proceeded to the lower ]>olice 
court and made a comtdaint a^inst him. On his 
arrest he was taken before Justice Welsh, and held 
to bail in $500 to answer a chaife of fel OBioas aa> 
sault.— .V. y. Ex.

at lialf a pound a dav. Here was a dead loss of a 
cent a day. Soger, tea, was high, and a loss of at 
Ica.-^t one cent more was felt on that one item. Flour 

and ix.tatoes were a little lower,, and a cent of the 
loss was gained on the>e two item'!: but then butter 
aad lartl, poultry and other "li.\ings" were high, 
and, reckoning everything together, it was evident 
that the aggregate cost of keeping a man at one of 
our first-tlass hotels was from two to two and a half 
cents more a day than it was last year.
